The real opening gun of the 
democratic campaign will be fired 
today by John W, Davis in speaking 
before the New Jersey national 
guard at the reservation near Sea 


Girt. 
It is said that fully 50,000 people 


will gather for this address. 


It is expected to be the largest 
meeting held in New Jersey since 
the notification of Woodrow Wilson 
in 1912. 

From that address forward Mr. 
Davis will be vigorously in the cam- 
paign, swinging through the granger 
states of the west for a full month 
after his Labor Day address at 
Wheeling.

He spoke earnestly 
during that memorable fight against 
making a partisan issue out of the 
treaty, and in that particular he ran 
true to his long and eventful record 
in public life, from the bench in his 
home state to the senate of the 
United States.

Certainly the 
speaker of the ‘house cannot be 
blamed, for he can not in his post!- 
tion attack the validity or the 
regularity of any act of the senate, 
or pass upon the germaneness of 
any senate amendment to a bill. 

The Constitution, in fact, 
heard no criticism of the speaker, 
or of President Carswell, about this 


unfortunate situation. And _ cer- 
tainly none can be directed at them. 

The Georgia assembly has simply 
had a sufficient number of reckless, 
helter-skelter, freakish members to 
bring about a disjointed and con- 
fusing condition in the closing 
hours that has killed many a good 
bill; and in this particular instance 


to suffer.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


SHOULD FAT PEOPLE DRINK? 

Take it by and large, the dictum 
which I have ventured to reiterate 
here several times each year, namely, 
that when we grow fat, we grow fat 
for two perfectly obvious reasons, be- 
cause we eat too much or exercise 
foo little, or both, still holds good. It 
is still physicelogy. There is a com- 
mon saying that it is a poor rule 
that has no exceptions. Perhaps there 
are exceptions to this rule about 
growing fat. I am not sure about it, 
Sometimes I think maybe certain ab- 
normal conditions of the ductless 


glands may be responsible for ordi- 
nary obesity regardless of the smal 
amount of food the individual con 
sumes of the great amount of muscu- 
lar work or exercise he does. But in 
this field we are justified in assum: 
ing the fat person is guilty of over: 
eating or underexercising or both un- 
til he proves himself innocent, and it 
is a remarkably difficult thing for 
a fat person to establish his inno- 
cence of these sins. It is so very. 
very easy to stow away an excessive 
number of calories in the form of 
such concentrated and palatable de- 
lights as ice cream, candy, sugar, 
cream, butter, cake, bread—well, 
nearly all the good things on the list 
—that vast armies of fat folk. and 
the armies are growing vaster all the 
time—insidiously accumulate the em- 
barrassing slacker flesh without rea- 
lizing what an enormous total of 
calories they habitually consume. So 
refined in the denaturized or manu: 
factured food which constitutes a 
large part of our ordinary diet today 
that it is really a study and a prob 
lem to select an adequate diet which 
will not overnourish. 

Certain items of the diet whieh 
naturally give some satiety lose that 
quality in the course of preparation 
or manufacture. The removal of the 
bran and outer coating of the. wheat 
kernel in the process of milling is an 
instance. For one thing the ultra 
refintment of flour robs us of the 
bulk which in itself gives some satiety 
if the natural wheat is exten, in its 
entirely. We have become so thorough- 
ly sold on ultra refined white flouc 
that many of us actually imagine the 
modern milling process confers some 
virtue upon the wheat’ without 
which one is not quite safe in eating 
this particular food. It should. not 
be necessary to assure the intelligent 
render that wheat, as it comes from 
the thresher. is a wholesome and uni 
versally desirable item of food which 
requires nobody’s stamp, seal or label. 

But the question before the hous: 
is, how much water may a fat per- 
son drink? The answer is all he 
wants and whenever he wants it. 

There is no ground for the popular 
notion that obesity is increased by 
too free drinking of water, and cér- 
tainiy no one can safely or effectively 
reduce by restricting his water drink- 
ing. It is a physiological truth that 
the drinking of cold water immeliate- 
ly before a meal and immediately 
after a meal aids digestion as a rule, 
and therefore helps certain under- 
nourished or thin persons fo accumt- 
late more weight. But the free drink- 
ing of water by fat persons rather 
tents to aid a reduction regimen be- 
cause the water stimulates the whole 
metabolism and assists the system in 
the oxidation and elimination of the 
great quantity of tissue material 
which must be disposed of if one is 
to reduce. If this seems paradoxical 
it is because you fail to grasp the 
physiological truth which underlies 
the question.

OUTLINE OF PLANET MARS, 
Mount Wilson Observatory, Pasa- 


nation’s Jeading scientists are gathered 
vn this mountain top observatory, ex- 
amining in relays the outline of the 
planet Mars ag it swings to its closest 
point of approach to the earth. While 
these men gaze through a 100-inch tele- 
scope projected through a slit m the 
roof, other scientists in the United 
States are listening through radio re- 
ceivers for any communication which 
the Martians may attempt to send. 
Mars is the focal point of attén- 
tion because, this week, it will be 
comparetively close to tlie earth, closer 
than it has been for a century and 
cleser than it will be again for that 
space of time. Friday night only 34.- 
HW,000 miles will separate the two 
planets, Half a century hence, they 
will be 61,000,000 miles apart, ‘Then 
they will swing together ayain, 
May Try Visual Signal. 

It is possible that the Martians, if 
there be such, may attempt a visual 
signal to the earth, It has been: cal- 
Culated by scientists that a mark half 


a mile wide and several miles long 
could be utilized for visible commu-} 
nication. It has keen suggested that! 
some such simple outline as a cross| 
or a swastika might. be employed. 
So close inspection is maintained on 
Mars from the earth that a hitherto 
unseen sign of that sort would be re- 
marked ammediately by scientists. 

the varying distance between the 
earth and Mars is due to the face that 
the earth, in its course around the 
sun, travels practically a circular or- 
bit, while Murs speeds its way in an 
elliptical groove, outside the eurth’s 
pathway. Only once in a hundred 
years do the two become so intimate 
as they are at present. Both planeis 
are on a straight line with the sun.| 

Throughout the world astronomers 
are watching Mars this week, hoping 
to learn more of its mysteries; 
Whether it is inhabited, and if so by 
What form of animal life: whether 
the “canals” really carry water, and 
“how is the weather there?’ 


Concerned About Weather. 


It is with the latter question that 
Dr. Walter F. Adams, director of 
this ooservatory, and his staff of 20 
assistants, are most concerned, for 
upon the temperature of Mars depends 
largely the possibility of human life 
as it is known here. 

So far, Dr. Adams said Thursday,

He emphasized the arrange- 
ment for arbitration of reparations 
disputes and pointed out the impor- 
tance of America having joifed in 
the European settlement. Having 
presented parliament with its alter 
natives of cooperation or isolation, 
he declared, “now it is parliament’: 
turn to choose.” 

Ratification Seems Sore. 

The general feeling that parliament 
will ratify Herriot’s work in Lendon 
arises not so much fron thorough 
satisfaction with the results of the 
London parleys as from parliamen- 
tary realization that rejection of the

“If the divergencies had not been 
conciliated at London, they would 
have been accentuated so that rap- 
prochement wold have been impoc- 
sible,” he warned later, intimatinag 
that it was not yet too late for the 
recently-closed breaches between the 
negotiators to widen, 

Herriot Interrupted. 

Parliament settled down to hear 


Herriot in silence, but before the 
half-way point had been reached, the 


} left and right were shouting sarcasms 


and taunts across the chamber. 

“You've been licked,’ shouted the 
conservative right when Herriot 
drew attention te the French sug- 
gestion of arbitration, which was put 
before the London conferees and 
adopted when compromise On several 
disputed subjects seemed to be im- 
possible. The socialists and radicals 
cheered the premier’s statement. 

Throughout the speech, the right and 
center parties booed and jeered the 
premier, but the other side of the 
chamber was enthusiastic. 


Herriot emphasized the importance 
of the London negotiations as a turn- 
ing peint toward a new era in which 
the reparations problem will cease to 
be political and will become a mat- 
ter of economics. He frankly admit- 
ted that France had made many con- 
cessions, but he defended them as 
necessary to achieve the execution of 
the Dawes plan, which waa the prin- 
cipal aim of the negotiators. 

“It will be observed,” Herriot 
said, “that we have given a large 
part to Americans in the organiza- 
tion and control of Germany. We did 
this purposely, and we can only re 
joice to see America associated with 
us in the control of this plan and in 
the execution of a program due large- 
ly to her initiative. 

Glad at U. S. Participation. 

“The Dawes regime must continue 
for a long time,” he gontinued. “We 
must rejoice that the United States 
has the necessary authority to over- 
seg the execution of the program, 

“I don’t think all the difficulties 
have been solved. The reaction to ihe 
conference in mamy countries shows 
that many efforts still must be made 
to pacify and unite Europe in dur- 
able fashion.

BELGIAN AMBASSADOR 

TO SIGN AGREEMENT. 

Brussels, August 21—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Belgian am- 
bassador to Great Britain, acting as 
the representative of his government, 
on August 30 will sign the Dawes 
plan agreement which was drawn up 
at the international conference, it 
was announced today. 

The negotiation of a modus rivendi 
between Belgium and Germany will 
begin November 15 at Berlin, and 
the agreement arranged at that time 
will be effective until a commercia! 
treaty is made. 


REICHSRAT ADOPTS 
LEGISLATIVE BILLS. 


Berlin, August 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Reichsrat. con- 
sisting of the governments of the fed- 
erated states, tonight adopted all the 
legislative bills. dealing with the 
Dawes plan. Before the vote was 
taken, the representative of Mcklen- 
burg-Strelitz declared that his gov- 
ernment disapproved of the London 
pact and requested him to  vyote 
against the bills. 

The bill relating to the bank of 
emission was then adopted, together 
with the other bills, That relating to 
the railways, involving a change in 
the German imperial constitution. 
was adopted by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. 

The representatives of Bavaria, 
Wurttemburg and Thuringia abstain- 
ed from voting. 

NATIONALISTS HECKLE 
MARX AND STRESEMANN. 

Berlin, August 21—( By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—The fight in the reichstag 
over the international agreement for 
launching the Dawes reparations plan 
opened today when Chancéllor Marx, 
Foreign Minister Stresemann and Min- 
ister of “imance Luther were all sub- 
jected to heckling.

The foreign minister’ especially 
warned the nationalists not to be too 
sanguine that the allies would approve 
a new conference in the event of the 
German elections resulting in a strong 
nationalist vote.
